Lougheed spells out plans to 
stabilize Farm cash income 


Alberta Progressive Con- 
Leader Peter 
Lougheed last week announ- 
ced his proposals for con- 
trolling farmers’ costs and 
improving their cash income, 

As a start, Mr, Lougheed 
said, an Alberta Progres- 
sive Conservative govern- 
ment would eliminate pro- 
perty tax for social ser- 
vices, such as education, 
so that municipal govern- 
ments could improve facilit- 
jes serving the farmers’ 
property. 

To assist farmers in ob- 
taining credit, Mr. Lougheed 
said, a Development Credity 
Agency would be created to 
provide credit to non-com- 
mercial low-income far- 
mers, 

In addition, a new ‘‘Fed- 
eral-Provincial Agriculture 
Credit Board’’ would be est- 
ablished under the admini- 
Stration of the provincial 
government, The board 
would ensure that maximum 
loan limits realistically re- 
flect the credit needs of Alb- 
erta farmers, It would also 
see that the existing security 
approach to farm credit be 
altered, because it creates 
a situation in which farmers 
most urgently requiring 
credit are likely to be in- 
eligible. Mr, Lougheed 
Suggested replacing the 
security approach with a 
“guarantee against loss’’ 
type of lending program. 

The opposition leader said 
a PC government would dev- 
elop an insured mortgage 
credit program like CMHC 
to induce commercial lend~ 
ing institutions to partici- 
pate more extensively in 
farm credit, 


KEEP FAMILY FARM 


The PC Leader also con- 
firmed that the preservation 
of the family farm would be 
of prime concern to an 
Alberta Progressive Con- 
servative government, He 
announced plans to keep Alb= 
erta farmlands for ‘‘Cana- 
dians’’ only, 

The PC Leader said his 
government would establish 
a land-use policy aimed at 
maintaining the ownership 
of farmlands by Alberta re- 
sidents, 

A PC government would 
introduce legislation to en+ 
sure that crown lands are 
sold only to Canadians, and 
loans for Alberta farms 
would be made only to Alber- 
ta residents, 


Mr. Lougheed said far- 
mers must be aware of the 
market potential of their 
products, He also said his 
government would provide 
timely forecasting of mar- 
ket trends to farmers of 
various regions, With such 
information, Mr, Lougheed 
said, farmers could make 
more well-informed and 
profitable decisions as to 
seeding and planting, 

The PC Leader also stated 
that his government would: 
reform the provisions for 
crop insurance; evaluate the 
economics of chemical and 
fertilizer costs; reduce 
Storage costs for farmers 
,and establish a forage bank 
program, 

In addition, Mr, Lougheed 
said he would ensure that the 
public utilities board pro- 
perly reflected the consum- 
er’s needs and the ability- 
to-pay factor inestablishing 
power rates at cost for far- 
mers, 

An Alberta PC govern- 
ment would also expand the 
provision for natural gas to 
Alberta farms at reasonable 
cost, 


EQUIPMENT COSTS 


The prospects of locating 
agricultural equipment 
manufacturing facilities in 
Alberta, to help control the 
costs of farm equipment, 
would be ‘‘aggressively’’ 
pursued as would the re- 
commendations of the Bar- 
ber Report on Farm Mach- 
inery Price Abuses, Mr, 
Lougheed said. 

He took a strong stand 
against federal government 
Nanipulation of Alberta 
agricultural affairs, No fed- 
eral government action pro- 
grams or initiatives would 
receive Alberta Progres- 
sive Conservative govern- 
ment support unless there 
had been prior full and joint 
participation by the provin- 
cial government in the

TRANS PORT ATION 


In the field of transpor- 
tation, Mr, Lougheed said 
an Alberta Progressive 
Conservative government 
would play an active role 
in reducing and off-setting 
the adverse effects of gaps, 
defects, restrictions, tie- 
ups, and other inadequate 
transportation facilities 
working against the orderly 
and efficient distribution of 
Alberta's agricultural pro- 
ducts, 

Mr. Lougheed said these 
proposals would only be the 
start of a long-term pro- 
gram designed to create 


conditions of greater stabil- 
ity for farm cash income in 
Alberta, 


FARMERS RIGHTS 


Speaking at length on the

Report forecasts barley surplus 


James Richardson and 
Sons are estimating a carry- 
over including farm stocks 
at the end of the month of 
around 175 million bushels 
of barley, and are currently 
looking at a crop of around 
600 million, This would give 
starting stocks of 775 mill- 
fon bushels. Between 200 
million and 250 million 
bushels are fed onthe farms 
and feedlots, and if we take 
the maximum figure this will 
leave us with 525 million 
bushels, The question is, 
says the report, where do we 
go from here, 

It seems almost certain 
that we will not match this 
year’s record exports as 
crops in Europe are excell- 
ent, Granted that the next 
few weeks are the critical 


ones for the U.S, corn crop; 
at the present time the out- 
look is for a huge out turn, 
that country also has abum- 
per crop of barley. 

The export market for 
barley is anything but heal- 
thy and without considerable 
price concessions on the 
part of the Wheat Board, 
we could have a heavy sur- 
plus on our hands on the first 
of August, 1972, 

Late last week a devasta- 
ting hailstorm hit central 
Alberta which caused severe 
damage to thousands of 


acres of crop land, The aff- 
ected area covered hundreds 
of square miles and many 
fields were completely wip- 
ed out, This was one of the 
worst storms on record. 
Meanwhile the southern part 


of the province continues to 
suffer from lack of rainfall, 


Prospects are for above av- 
erage yields in the central 
and northern areas where 
fields were not damaged. 
Saskatchewan in the 
meantime is looking for a 
good to excellent crop except 
for the south west corner 
of the province where crops 
range from fair to poor be- 
cause of the lack of rain, 
All provincial crops are rate 
ed a week behind normal in 
maturity, Better than aver- 
age yields for Manitoba are 
in prospect, given hot, dry 
weather and soon, Crops 
are not ripening as they 
should because of continued 
rain and much below normal 
temperatures.
